We are confident that the simplicity of the language, 
the slow introduction of new words, the beautiful illus- 
trations, and the attractive appearance of the pages will 
appeal to teacher and pupil alike.

SOUNDS OF THE LETTERS 



VOWELS 

At this early stage of learning to read, the diacritical 
markings of the long and short vowels alone should be 
used and these in blackboard and drill work only. The 
short sounds, a, g, i, 8, u, should be taught some weeks 
before the long sounds, a, e, i, o, u, as the latter introduce 
the troublesome silent letter. 



CONSONANTS 

Each consonant says something and is something, and 
the difference between what each says and is should be 
clearly taught. To this end teach the sound (what it says) 
and the alphabetic name (what it is) of each consonant 
clearly ; the sound being taught some time in advance of 
the name. This can best be accomplished by the use of 
cards as suggested in the teaching of phonograms. 

PHONOGKAMS 

The following phonograms will be found adapted to 
the reading matter in this book, and as the words are 
frequently repeated in this and succeeding books, it is 

10% 
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desirable that the children should be familiar with them 
and be able to pronounce them at sight. Many others 
may be added at the pleasure of the teacher as the chil- 
dren take up supplementary reading. 

It is suggested that teachers make up a set of cards 
containing these phonograms for the first year's work. 
This can easily be done by using heavy manila paper, 
6 by 8 inches, and printing one phonogram in large type 
on each slip. Teach and review these frequently by 
exposing them in plain view of each member of the class. 
Make it a quick exercise for the entire class. 

This exercise, or drill, will give the children power to 
recognize new words as the reading progresses, and will 
produce the confidence and mastery so essential to rapid 
progress.
